Some context: Earlier Pew 
found that 35 percent of all adult 
U.S. cellphone users own smart- 
phones. so less-smart "feature 
phones” remain the largest part 
of the mobile market by far. 

How many cellphones are we 
talking about? According to com- 
Score, as of June there were 
234 million U.S. cellphone sub- 
scribers 13 and older, and about 
33 percent of these were smart- 
phone owners. This slight dis- 
crepancy with Pew's estimate of 
smartphone ownership might be 
attributable to teens, who have 
less disposable income and thus 
may be more likely to use inexpen- 
sive feature phones.

CTA RAPID 
REWARDS? 

City buses could double their average speeds 
with dedicated lanes, transit advocates say 


HOW MUCH? 

The cost to construct a bus rapid transit network 
is estimated at $13.3 million per mile, according to 
the study. The capital cost of building a heavy rail 
system similar to the CTA rail structure averages 
more than $96 million per mile, the report said.

Conditions are ripe in Chicago to try launching the 
first true bus rapid transit system in the U.S., ac- 
cording to advocates who will unveil their blueprint 
Wednesday 

The proposal being introduced by the Metro- 
politan Planning Council calls for starting with a 
network of io CTA bus rapid transit routes cover- 
ing about 95 miles of mostly bus-only lanes, with 
buses making stops every half-mile at special sta- 
tions where passenger prepay their fares just like at 
rail stations. 

The service is aimed at producing major travel- 
time savings by doubling average speeds compared 
with regular buses stuck in traffic, as well as con- 
necting with nearby CTA and Metra rail stations. 

The routes recommended in the study also serve 
major destinations including hospitals, schools, 
parks and shopping areas. The routes are on 95th 
Street, Ashland Avenue, Cicero Avenue, Fullerton/ 
Grand Avenue, Garfield Street, Halsted Street, Ir- 
ving Park Road, King Drive/Cottage Grove Avenue/ 
Stony Island Avenue, Pulaski Road/Crawford Av- 
enue and Western Avenue. 

They differ in most cases from the three routes 
the CTA is planning (on Jeffery Boulevard, Western 
and an East-West Transitway connecting commuter 
rail stations in the Loop), and another three routes 
in the future. The streets selected in the new study 
are wider and more linear, which make it generally 
easier to implement and operate rapid transit bus 
lines, officials said. 

The two major locations the CTA and the study 
agree are on Ashland and Western avenues, where 
the CTA is conducting a corridor study covering 
21 square miles. 

“Given the funding constraints, our plan for three 
routes is an aggressive, reasonable and workable 
plan,” CTA spokeswoman Molly Sullivan said. 

The planning council’s feasibility study forecast 
40,000 additional transit trips daily in its pro- 
posed bus rapid transit corridors. In addition, the 
new form of express service would make it easier 
to move across the city without going through the 
downtown, by filling in existing gaps in CTA ser- 
vice, officials said. 


“This system will connect people to where they 
want to go,” said Josh Ellis, project manager at the 
planning council. The first routes could start oper- 
ating in three to four years, he said. 

Existing CTA plans to introduce bus rapid tran- 
sit fall short of full-blown bus rapid transit, which 
delivers a decided advantage over car travel by shift- 
ing one traffic lane in each direction to bus-only use 
24 hours a day 

Asked whether it was achievable politically to 
take away from car and truck drivers up to 50 per- 
cent of lane capacity Peter Skosey the planning 
council’s vice president, said: “Mayor Emanuel and 
everyone he appointed are intrigued by the possi- 
bilities” of bus rapid transit, or BRT. 

Other BRT features designed to speed trips and 
produce a premium travel experience for riders 
include traffic signals that give rapid-transit buses 
green-light priority at intersections and prepaid 
boarding at bus stations. Passengers also would 
board from station platforms that are level with the 
bus floors. 

CTA President Forrest Claypool acknowledged 
that the current CTA version amounts to “BRT 
light.” The CTA experiment envisions part-time 
bus-only lanes, only during rush hours. The initial 
rollout would not include prepaid passenger board- 
ing, meaning that instead of stopping at stations for 
less than a minute, bus dwell times would be sub- 
stantially longer. 

“There are some good bus rapid transit systems in 
the U.S., but none of them meet the gold standard,” 
said Annie Weinstock of the Institute for Transpor- 
tation & Development Policy in New York. The in- 
stitute worked with the council on the study 

“I was in Chicago a couple of weeks ago, and it 
seems there is a broad agreement that everyone 
wants to go for gold on the new lines,” Weinstock 
said.

Benjamin Groeper was waiting for 
a train at the CTA’s Clark and Lake 
Blue Line subway stop with his sis- 
ter Krysta on Saturday night when 
someone fell onto the tracks.

Time to rethink renting? 


Home prices have taken such a beating and 
demand for rental units has increased so 
much that it’s now cheaper to buy a two- 
bedroom home than to rent one in most 
major U.S. cities. 

According to real estate website Trulia, 
buying was cheaper than renting in 74 per- 
cent of the country’s 50 largest cities in July 
In just 12 percent of the cities, including 
New York, Seattle and San Francisco, rent- 
ing was cheaper. In the remaining 14 percent 
of cities, renting was less expensive but close 
to the cost of buying. 

In addition to a continuing decline in 
home prices, rock-bottom interest rates 
have added a lot of weight to the buy side 
of the scale. 

Add in the tax perks of home ownership 
and for those who can afford it (and who can 


actually qualify for a loan), it certainly is a 
buyer’s market. 

“It’s a personal decision, of course. But if 
you have a steady job and you are planning 
to stay for seven years or more and have 
enough cash to put 20 percent down and 
enough left over for seven or eight months 
of expenses, you’re better off buying in most 
places,” said Daisy Kong, a spokeswoman 
for Trulia. 

New York is at the other end of the spec- 
trum. 

Even though rents average $2,980 a 
month in New York (the highest of any of 
the 50 markets), it’s still the best city for 
renters, according to Trulia’s survey 

Paying for the same kind of two-bedroom 
Manhattan apartment would cost 36 times 
as much, nearly $1.3 million.

Wrigley 
troughs: 
Iconic 
or icky?

For generations, male Cubs fans have spent 
the baseball season basking in Wrigley Field’s 
bleachers, sipping Old Style and awkwardly 
looking straight ahead while using the men’s 
rooms’ urinal troughs. 

But a survey re- 
cently sent to fans 
asks how eliminat- 
ing the troughs 
would affect the 
“restroom experi- 
ence and overall 
Wrigley Field expe- 
rience.” The answer 
choices range from 
“It would greatly improve my experience” 
to “It would greatly worsen my experience.” 
The survey also includes queries about con- 
cessions, the appeal of the public address an- 
nouncer and fans’ confidence in the Ricketts 
family 

And while a Cubs spokeswoman said “the 
Cubs do not have any plans to remove the 
troughs at this time,” the survey’s final ques- 
tion addresses the issue. 

Described cheekily as Wrigley Field’s 
“most iconic feature” by sports blog Dead- 
spin, the troughs were objects of discussion 
after the Ricketts family purchased the club. 
A number of urinals were added last season. 

Fans near the ballpark Friday were split on 
the trough issue, citing everything from hy- 
giene to history. 

“I think it would be an improvement,” said 
Patrick O’Connor, 29, of Albany Park. “It is 
old school, and the field is old school. But I 
think people like their privacy when they use 
the restroom.” 

Others say the troughs are better able to 
handle large amounts of baseball fans quickly, 
and also contribute to Wrigle/s character. 

“I think they’re disgusting, but they’re 
part of Wrigley, so I’d like to see them stick 
around,” said Chris Collins, 27, of Lakeview: 

“You’ve got to appreciate the history,” said 
Wrigleyville resident Aaron Claycomb, 25. 
“The trough is as part of the park as the ivy 
walls.”

BOURBONNAIS The most hyped free- 
agent acquisition in training camp has 
been Roy Williams, but one scout at the 
first exhibition suggested Marion Barber 
will have a bigger impact for the Bears. 

He wasn’t taking a swipe at the wide 
receiver as much as he was noting the fit 
Barber can be. If his 45-yard effort against 
Buffalo was reflective of how effective he 
will be, the Bears could have a better 1-2 
combination than when Thomas Jones 
and Cedric Benson shared the backfield. 

The key will be for offensive coordina- 
tor Mike Martz to pick up where he left 


off last season. It took some lumps in the 
first seven games and a come-to-Jesus 
meeting during the off week for the Bears 
to figure out what worked and what play- 
book pages needed to be shredded. 

In the final nine games, the offense had 
more pass attempts than rushes just twice 
—both times in losses. Matt Forte took off, 
finishing with a career-high 1,069 yards. 
In six of the first seven games, he had 14 
carries or fewer, making you wonder what 
could have been had the Bears been com- 
mitted to the ground from the start. 

“There is no telling,” Forte said. 


The personnel additions and subtrac- 
tions look to fit a power running game. 
Barber and new 6 -foot- 7, 260 -pound 
tight end Matt Spaeth fit the mold. You 
can debate Greg Olsen’s willingness to 
block all you want, but he wasn’t a plus in 
the run game. Now, 6-7, 267-pound Kel- 
len Davis will have a bigger role. 

“It enables you to do a lot of things,” 
tight ends coach Mike DeBord said. 
“They’re so big, they can get on the de- 
fensive ends to get outside and they’re big 
where you can run the ball inside. It really 
enables you to run the ball both ways.”

Dead Rider’s guitarist talks chaos, 

Nic Cage and the band’s creepy Tumblr

Dead Rider guitarist Todd Rittmann, who 
cut his teeth in noise-rock crew U.S. Maple, 
sometimes gets a reputation for being dark. 
In actuality Rittmann, 42, just believes in giv- 
ing a full, detailed account of his experienc- 
es— not just those easier-to-digest moments. 

‘A song about love should be good and bad,” 
explained the Logan Square resident, who 


takes a Captain Beefheart-ian stab at frac- 
tured funk on his band’s sophomore album, 
“The Raw Dents.”

Regardless, any fan of strong, nostal- 
gic melodies should find a lot to like about “Out of Love,” which opens with the exceptional 
“Bronx Sniper” (how boldly chilling to open an album with the quietly murmured line, “Later 
on, in the epilogue, they found her”) and follows with a steady stream of infectious shimmy 
and jangle. The record’s front-loaded with highlights and certain songs (“Harm You,” “Reggae 
Pie”) are a bit whiny, but the group’s brand of “doom wop” (their term, not mine) seduces by 
blending lovelorn ’50s sensibilities with songwriting techniques that sample from various de- 
cades at will (note the distinctly ’70s-sounding “Wise Men”). This is a good record that could 
yield a great follow-up, assuming this project isn’t a one-off situation.

Chris Hardwick started his showbiz career as co-host of 
MTV's “Singled Out” in the mid-1990s, which, um, maybe 
was cool. Now, as ruler of a growing Nerdist empire, he's 
making nerds more popular than ever. 

In addition to his hit Nerdist podcast, the stand-up come- 
dian, actor, TV personality and voice artist reviews gadgets 
on “Attack of the Show,” hosts “Web Soup,” writes for Wired 
magazine and his authored a book, “The Nerdist Way” 
which drops Nov. 1. He also appears at nerdtastic events, like last week- 
end's Wizard World Chicago Comic Con, where I tracked him down as he decom- 
pressed after being mobbed by fans who had just watched him moderate a panel with 
sci-fi icon Patrick Stewart and his son, Daniel. 

Hardwick, who along with talk show host Craig Ferguson could be considered 
America's most famous fans of “Doctor Who,” rubs elbows with a lot stars, but he still geeked out when another 
icon from 1980s movies “Sixteen Candles” and “The Breakfast Club” happened by us. 

“Anthony Michael Hall just walked in the room,” Hardwick whispered excitedly during our chat Saturday in the 
Wizard World green room. Here's an abbreviated version of our conversation. 


Since I write about TV, let’s talk about what you are looking 
forward to on TV this fall. 

What’s coming out in the fall? Tell me and I’ll tell you if I’m 
looking forward to it. 

There’s this “The Nerdist” special coming to BBC America, 
home of “Doctor Who.” 

[Laughs.] That is true ... I’m looking forward to that ... Craig 
Ferguson is the guest. And then there’s a second surprise 
guest, and that’ll air Sept. 24. And if people watch it, we’ll do 
more. And if they don’t watch it, we probably won’t do more. 
[Laughs.] Because that’s how television works. 

Now that nerds are cool [Hardwick laughs], do you find that 
there are nerd poseurs? 

Yeah. I get accused of it. ... But I like what I like and I’ve 
always — I have the [bleeping] chess trophies to prove it! 
[Laughs.] And I still have all my original [“Dungeons & 
Dragons”] books. But I don’t think being nerdy is about be- 
ing into a certain thing; I think it’s just a certain mindset. 

I talk about this in the book a little bit. It’s not about 
V whether you like “Battlestar ” or “ Stargate” or whatever, 
it has to do with the way you approach the world, which 
is in a very kind of hypercritical, anxious, obsessive 
way I think that’s what makes people nerdy not 
whether or not they like a thing. 


Or whether they know everything about it. 

Yeah, exactly We get emails from people, like if something 
comes up in the podcasts and we didn’t know about an episode 
of something or an issue with some comic or something that 
happens in a specific game, they’re like, “How can you call 
yourself a nerd and not know this?” And it’s like, there’s only so 
much time in the day We cannot literally consume everything, 
you know? [Laughs.] 

Right. Do you think that there’s nerd-on-nerd, um... 

Yeah, nerd-on-nerd violence? 

Hazing, evilness, whatever you want to call it? 

Oh yeah, go on a message board. A nerd’s mutant power is 
knowing more about something than anyone else and being 
smarter than anyone else, at least in his own mind. So they will 
let you know how stupid you are in a very colorful way 

So it’s just like any other group, I guess? 

I guess so, yeah. Except I feel like a nerd group can make you 
feel worse than any other group ’cause .... they will really break 
it down, in a very structured format, why something you said or 
something you like sucks. [Laughs.] So they’re very thorough. 
But that’s why they’re nerds.
